No. 3684 7.—Whereas the Rewa State has ceded to the British Government 
full jurisdiction in the lands lying within that State, which are known as the 
--Umaria coalfields : In exercise of this jurisdiction, and of the powers conferred 
St o9 sections 4 and 5 of the Foreign Jurisdiction and Extradition Act, 1879, and 

_ of all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Governor-General in Council 
- is pleased to provide as follows for the administration of justice within the 
aforesaid lands :— 


(1) All laws for the time being in force in the Jubbuipore District of the 
Central Provinces shall be in force in the aforesaid lands. 

B: (2) The Deputy Commissioner and the Commissioner of Jubbulpore, the 
ay ter Inspector-General of Police in the Central Provinces, and the Chief 
mee Commissioner of the Central Provinces, for the time being, shall 
rs have within the aforesaid lands the same executive powers as they 

respectively have within the British territories subject to their 
administration. 

(8) British Courts having jurisdiction within the Jubbulpore District 

re th ae shall have within the aforesaid Jands the jurisdiction which they 

BS respectively have within that district. 

(4) Within the aforesaid lands the administration of the police shall be 
vested in the District Superintendent of Jubbulpore, who shall have, 
within the said lands, in subordination to the Deputy Commissioner 
of Jubbulpore and the Inspector-General of Police in the Central 
Provinces, the same police powers as he has within the Jubbulpore
